Dr. Seuss was 
afraid to meet kids because he didn't want to 
disappoint them since he was a pretty 
intimidating looking fellow not the cat in 
the hat like I used to think, Dr. Seuss's 
real name is Ted Giesel but His middle name 
was Seuss, Actually, almost all of the stuff 
that they talked about that night is also in 
their book Dr Seuss and Mr. Geisel . Well, I 
bought the book but haven't finished reading 
it yet. What I have read so far is really 
good. It's not as good as a Dr. Seuss book 
or anything but it's just about as 
interesting as a biography can get. 



Well I suppose you're wondering why I 
mentioned Howard Cosell in the title. Well, 
I'm not really sure, but there was this 
really reclusive looking man, that night, who 
was sitting way in the back of the room. I 
looked around and everyone was kinda 
whispering and looking in his direction. He 
didn't want to be recognized and had that 
"don't bother me" expression on his face. I 
nudged my boyfriend and said "Who is that? 
Doesn't he look like Howard Cosell". My 
boyfriend replied "Isn't he dead." Two days 
later Howard Cosell died. Either Howard 
Cosell has a body double or he spent one of 
his last nights listening to quotes from Dr. 
Seuss books.

And 
San Diego realizing that 
Punk Rock, real PUNK ROCK 
isn't just something that 
happened 15 years ago. 

That Punk Rock is still 
alive and well. Not the 
MTV Rancid, Bad Religion, 
heavy metal HC, but 
original POGO to you PUKE, 
fun for all, 

anything goes, anti I'm so 
hip power pop. We do it 
'cause we love it, PUNK, 
the kind the Spent Idols 
play. Face it people, it's 

just like it was in the 70's, the music, the 
fashions, the terrorism, the economy, the 
country is going to shit. It's PUNKS time again, 
recycle time. I just wish San Diego could shake 
it's college rock PC punk or trendy wannabe, 
whatevers in rehashing. San Diego is a great place 
to be right now and the people are really cool, 
it's just slower than NYC or LA or even OC, but 
we're a SD band and we are not giving up on SD.

CHARLES FORT 



Most of us know Charles Fort, that walrus- 
faced chronicler of the earth's bizarrities. 
But how many of us know the circumstances of 
Mr. Fort's life... and death? Ok, so some oJ 
you schmarties have read all about Mr. Fort 
but there are always a few of us poor souls 
who laq behind. So it is for these 
stragglers that I offer "The Life and Death 
of Mr. Charles Fort." 

Charles Fort was born in Albany, NY in 
1875 (I confess I don't know what day). His 
father owned a store. When he was 18 Fort 
left home and spent a year wandering around 
the globe. Upon returning home he fell in 
love with Anna, his grandfather's cook. They 
married and spent 
the next 20 years 
living in poverty 
while Fort wrote 
fiction and did 
some journalism. 

When he was 40 
Fort came into an 
inheritance and 
set out to do 
what he has 
always wanted: 
that is, to 
chronicle all the 
weird and 
unexplainable 
events he could 
find. For the 
next 27 years he 
searched the book 
fi1es of every 
newspaper and 
magazine he 









could find at the New York Public Library and 
British Museum, looking for articles about 
unordinary and unexplainable events. 

He made little notes of all these findings 
and sorted them into shoeboxes according to 
category. As well as the falls of fish and 
frogs that one immediately associates with 
Fort , he also wrote about UFO's long before 
they were actually called UFO's, spontaneous 
combustion, curious snow structures, tiny 
stone crosses found in Virginia, 
teleportation... anything that "modern" 
science tried to explain away and couldn't. 

He referred to these events as "the damned" 
"By the damned I mean excluded. We shall 
have a procession of data that science has 
excluded-" is how he introduces his first 
work "The Book of the Damned". He wrote four 
books in all- the other three are New Lands . 
Lo! and Wild Talents . All are now published 
in one volume by Dover Books.

LAWYERS GAG BARBIE 

In the best traditions of Californian infantilism, the giant 
toy corporation Mattel has thrown a tantrum because a 
New Age psychic is playing with its dolls. Two years ago, 
‘channeler’ Barbara Bell of San Francisco began receiving 
psychic messages from Barbie, the pouting plaything who 
is 35 years old this year. The first was: “I need respect” 
[see FT68:7]. 

After two years of psychic transmissions, Mattel has 
put an end to Barbie Channeling Newsletter by threatening 
a multi-million-dollar lawsuit. Through her psychic guide, 
Barbie has been answering queries about what life is like 
when you have a constant smile, a 42 inch bust, a 
reversible head and legs that are frequently amputated 
by little brothers. “I go into light trance and the words 
come flying out,” said Bell, 44. “There are 700 million 
Barbie dolls in the world with no voice that’s real.” 

A senior Kuwaiti religious official, Khaled al-Mathk- 
our, has issued a fatwa calling for the Barbie doll to be 
banned because, he said, its feminine curves had 
“nothing to do with childhood.” New Zealand Sunday 
Star-Times, 5 June; Times 31 Aug 1994. 
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In 1931 the 
Fortean Society was 
formed. Fort's 
reaction was not one 
of pleasure. He said 
he would no sooner 
join the organization 
"anymore than I'd be 
an Elk". He had few 
friends and no 
telephone. He and his 
wife went to the 
movies nearly every 
night but other than 
that lived quiet 
lives. 

1931 was also the year Fort became ill. 
He refused physicians, probably because his 
research had uncovered so many tales of 
malpractice and quackery. It is speculated 
that he had leukemia, though Fort himself 
described his illness as a "mysterious 
conscious parasite." His last book. Wild 
Talents, was published just the day before he 
died on May 3, 1932. The death certificate 
states he died of cardiac arrest and 
leukemia, however, the doctor had never seen 
Fort before and may have written down 
leukemia just because Anna Fort told him to. 

Although Fort wanted to be cremated, his 
body was taken to Albany, NY and buried 
between his parents in Rural Cemetery. His 
wife told, a friend in 1933 that Fort had 
visited her after his death; that on a night 
she had been very distressed she had seen him 
on a small couch in their bedroom. "Hello 
Mamma" he had said. She said she was very 
happy to see him.

But what a nightmare, the damn beer 
was so hot I though it was going to burn a 
hole through the back of my neck, OK it 
wasn't that bad, but it was really hot. 

Anyhow I have no idea how the beer tasted 
because it just tasted like a bottle of 
liquid chili. 

Gila Monster. Gila 
Monster Brewing Co. 

St Paul, Minnesota. 

A light reddish beer 
that had so much 
darn carbonation it 
nearly killed me. I 
guess it tasted 
pretty good, but I'm 
not really sure if I 
like it because it 
had a strange after 
taste.

Legacy Red Ale. Chicago Brewing Co. Well the 
label was super cheesy, some coat of arms 
looking thing. But the beer was yum yum 
yummy! It was a really red beer so right 
away I knew I was going to like it, and I did 
(even though the expiration date on 
the label was 6 months ago) 

St.Stans Dark. St Stans Brewing Co. Modesto, 
CA. "conceived in heaven, brewed in 
California" that's darn clever if you ask me. 
Well I'm not sure if it tasted like it was 
conceived in heaven, but it sure did taste an 
awful lot like Guiness, actually it tasted 
exactly like Guiness. So if you like that 
beer you'll like this beer. 
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how, understand that I don't usually go to amusement parks. I always 
found them to be long on glitzy veneer and short on thrills. And, above 
| all, very expensive. But last summer an opportunity presented itself to me 
to get into Paramount's Great America, for free , under the guise of a radio 
journalist for UC Berkeley's radio station KALX. Great America is just 
I south of San Francisco, a few miles inland, near San Jose. Great America, 
and the surrounding industrial parks with their unnaturally natural 
obstacles; like those verdant parks in an arid country, Great America is an j 
amusement park in perhaps the least amusing part of California: Silicon 
Valley. Great America is famous for its Hanna Barbara mascots (Fred 
Flintstone, George Jetson, et al), the Top Gun rollercoaster, and the 
television commercial featuring a Dick Dale song on the soundtrack. I 
convinced the Public Relations Representative, Melissa Bader, to give up 
four press passes because I, urn...needed a whole crew of radio journalists 
to accompany me. Ms. Bader, hook line and sinker, agreed. 

I had never before been to Great America, but one of my entourage of 
"radio journalists", Jim H., remembered riding the Demon roller coaster as 
a very young boy. Tim couldn't remember anything else about the park, who 
he had been with, or what sort of theme the theme park had back then: The 
Demon is a faint apparition of memory glowing in his foggy recollections. 

All he knew was that The Demon was a cool ride. Thusly, our faux- 
journalistic endeavor was sharpened into a mission: to discover if The 
demon still exists, if so, is it cool? Do Tim's childhood notions of cool 
hold true today? 








First we had to discover what sort of park Paramount's Great America, 

1994 is. A stomping ground for local toughs? Bucolic acreage of fantasy 
and fun for parents and their kids? A place for lovers? Ms. Bader, who 
met us at the gate and granted us a quickie interview, described the park 
as something for everyone but nothing to get really excited about. In 
neutralized PR-speak, she tells of the new "Days of Thunder" ride: "It's a 
great attraction...it's good for anybody who likes rides at all, even the 
people who don't like roller coasters. It's a nice, mild ride." 

Of course, being a PR rep, Ms. Bader's bread and butter are the 
community events the park hosts. She eagerly pointed out Great America 
gives back to the community by employing hundreds of local youngsters from 
the Santa Clara County environs, hosts a few annual Christian Celebrations 
("They all come down in buses and have a great time"), as well as a day at 
the park for cancer patients and their families "to kind of take the day 
off from cancer", and sponsors academic theme days like Physics Day and 
Math Day, when local kiddies get the park all to themselves and are loaded 
down with worksheets and project lists: "It's a good way to put together 
learning and the fun of a roller coaster". Kudos for Ms. Bader's portrayal 
of Great America as a place not just of fun and excitement but fund and 
excitement that has been socially justified . 

All of this, however, brought us no closer to what Tim experienced as 
a child, nor to a realization of The Demon. The face of today's 
Paramount's Great America is only the latest of a line of faces. Change is 
the norm at GA. In the beginning the title wasn't Paramount's Great 
America, just Great America, and it got that unfortunate name because it 
opened in the year of our Nations bicentennial. The Harriot company, whose 
hotel overshadows the park today, thought it needed a tourist attraction to 
complement the hotel in 1976, and, not thinking the name would become 
instantly obsolete, named the park in a puff of timely patriotism. Pride 
lasted until 1984 when the more concrete realities of a depressed economy 
forced them to sell the land and everything on it to the city of Santa 
Clara. Many of the citizens of Santa Clara were of such deflated 
patriotism they proposed the park be razed and replaced with one of the 
eerily lush industrial parks. The more fun-loving and patriotic citizens 
won out, because Santa Clara became the only city in America with its very 
own amusement park. 

Management duties were doled out to King's entertainment Group. 

Kings, puffing with pride, bought the park from Santa Clara in 1989. They 
owned several parks throughout the country and they were most notably 
responsible for bringing in Warner Brother's mascots. Tweety Bird, 

Yosemite Sam and friends roamed the park and wowed the kids. 

King's handed the reins over to Paramount when the later bought King's 
and all it's properties. Warner Bros, was quietly ushered out, having been 
usurped by Hanna Barbara character. Mr. Flintstone and Yogi Bear became 
the cocks of the walk, and, still, the kids were wowed. 

More than fuzzy, adult-sized Hanna Barbara characters came. The park 




found itself infested with residual 
Paramount Pictures motifs. The park 
was swathed with Hollywood: Top dun 
roller coaster, the Tucker Cafe 
hash'd on the 1088 flop "Tucker: The 
lion and His Dream", Wayne's World on 
ice, and the aforementioned, 
d°riatric "Days of Thunder" ride. 
"With Paramount we 
have ,i greater opportunity to theme 
our attractions," Hs. Bader again, 
"if you look at some of our 
attractions we had before Paramount, 
they're not themed to any specific 
movie or TV show. It's kind of 
given us more things to tie into." 

In other words, a place where bad 
movies come to die. 

Amid all the Paramount Pictures 
hoopla stands The Demon. By my 
research, The Demon was built pre- 
paramount, even before King's, back 
in the Harriot hotel days, 
independent of corporate sponsors, 
The Demon operates on its own 
demonic motif. The journey to the 
h°art of Great America, the jungle 
of recollection, continued... 

Across from "nice, mild" Days of 
Thunder is Tucker's Cafe, a fast 
food restaurant made to look like a 
1910's garage. Cafeteria style: 
pans of fried fish and fired chicken 
and french fries and cole slaw (a 
vegetable?) lay under heat lamps and 
a plexiglass sneeze guard. I tried 
to get one of the very shy employees 
(local Santa Clara youth, not doubt) 
to talk into my tape recorder. 

He: "Tucker's is based on a 
film, isn't it?" 

A server: "Is it?" 

Another server, obviously 
confused: "Actually it matches the 
Days of Thunder ride over 
thorn...it's like, they're both 
about cars."

When I asked how the food was prepared, one of the wittier employees 
offered: "We put lots of oil in it so you have a heart attack." He thought 
his quip was funny and laughed at his own cleverness. His lauqhter took a 
different tone in my ears when I realized he wasn't kidding. 

Near Tucker's is a restaurant called "Winqs", based on the 1930's 
flick. At the cash register was a young high school lad working his first 
season at GA. He was a little shy, too, and I liked him because he knew 
what the motif was all about, although he admitted he hadn't seen the 
movie. He didn't try to be clever and he responded to my questions with a 
softspoken guilessness. He told me he lives in San Jose and his mom drops 
him off at work and picks him up. GA is his first real paycheck, and he 
seemed to be visited by the nascent realization that he has gotten himself 
into a crummy gob. He told me the ribs are alright, and he's heard the 
chili's good but he hasn't tried it yet. 

Also in Wings I met a young woman named Tiffany McDonald, Hiss Placer 
County 1993. She was looking for beer. Great America is a dry park. When 
I suggested she might smuggle some in she was well ahead of me: "first we 
had to test the waters to see how lax security was." The pride of Placer 
County. Home of Fulson prison. 

Continuing on, looking for The Demon, we stumbled upon The Grizzly, 
the park's only all-wood coaster. At the entrance is a posted sign: 

"The Grizzly. For your safety 
duo to the dimensions of the 
Grizzly's train seats, guests 
with large physical conditions 
may not be able to ride safely. 

The safety restraints must be 
able to be pulled down far 
enough to lock securely." 

Curiosity fomented, I asked the exit operator, who seemed abnormally proud 
of his gob, to expound: "The lap bars click so low that if you are of 
oversized proportions the lap bar won't click...what we have to do is keep 
pushing until the lap bar clicks." 

Obviously, a delicate situation arises when an oversized proportion 
crosses with an unclicking lap bar. I asked what the protocol is. "Wo 
gust say 'I'm sorry, this ride is malfun...'--we can't call it 'fat' here 
so you have to say 'This ride is too small for you and we'll get you on 
another ride'." Just then we were interrupted by an unclicking lap bar, 
and the exit operator performed his recitation. We left the Grizzly. 

"We have the easiest job in the park,"said the mascot escort, whose 
job it is to walk the ground aimlessly alongside Yogi or Astro or Fred, 
acting as mouthpiece for the character, and generally wowing kids. The 
characters themselves are not allowed to talk at all. If a child heard 
Yogi's voice, it might not be congruous with what is in the kids 
imagination, and that would belie the veneer of the park as a fantastic 


land of fuzzy, happy friends. Even though they were contracted to silence, 

I found an off-duty Yogi and coaxed him into spilling a few words. With 
that unmistakable GA pride leaking through, he proclaimed that he, indeed, 
had the best job in the park: "Hug and take pictures. Be nice." The job, 
however, is not without hazards, he says, froa joyless patrons prone to 
violence. "There is a human being inside each character. People don't get 
that concept or something... it does hurt." But the rewards are great, he 
said, with sincere enthusiasm: "When you put on a costume, you want to 
bring this character to life...it's like you really are the character." 

GA employee managers, who like to keep the mascots veil to protect 
their unigueness, discovered off-duty Yogi and I and called my interview 
away from me for a reprimand. Flushed with guilt, I intervened into the 
employer-employee exchange to draw the heat away from Yogi. The manager 
was finally placated when I promised not to reveal how many Yogi's they 
have. I never did find out how many Yogi's they have, but I guarantee 
there's more than one. 

The mascot escorts, on the other hand, have no gualms against 
blabbing. And blab they did. I was told in a casual, straightforward 
manner about a guy who once rode the log ride: "Someone stood up and fell 
out of the boat and the boat ran him over and he died." Once the escort 
started, he was a fountain: "...and then the Whizzer. When he stepped out 
of the car it pushed the other car out of the way and he fell down and 
died." 

According to newspaper accounts from March 1980, the ride "Willard's 
Whizzer" mysteriously slowed and then sped, one car rear-ending another, 
causing 13 year-old Kyle Floss to, as they say, fall down and die. A ride 
operator was reported saying, in a manner which decidedly belies the veneer 
of competence, "according to my manual, this is not supposed to happen." 
After the accident, the gaggle of youngsters gathering around Willard's 
Whizzer, unaware of the tragedy, were told the ride "ran out of gas". 

Seems "Death Trap" is right up there with "Fat" on the list of things not 
to say. 

In a far corner of the park, opposite a chain link fence from the 
highway, is The Demon. Built in 1980, The Demon has resisted the shadow of 
hype elsewhere in the park. The decorative rocks are porous Styrofoam 
which have been spray painted shale grey. The train's lead car is painted 
with screaming flames and a demonic grin like some bad-ass hot rod. The 
track has two loops and one short vertical drop. It's a low-key ride 
providing a cheap, honest thrill. A cool little coaster. 

Definitely worth the free admission. Ha Ha. 

Then we left, tired and hungry (hungry because nobody wanted to spend 
a small fortune on slabs of fried fish cooked in lots of oil "so you have a 
heart attack"). In this last paragraph let me summarize: Some aspects of 
the Paramount's Great America cater tot he infinite capacity for wonder and 
trust in a child, but other parts are like when you finish school and you 
realize you have to get a haircut and a nice pair of shoes and go find 
yoiLL*>elf a }ob.
